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Stelmach 
takes $54K 
salary raise 


Closed door meeting 
makes premier best 
paid in the country

Alberta's premier wouldn't say how 
Albertans would respond to his 
hefty pay raise, but says his $54,000 
hike in pay is well de¬ 
served. 

Premier Ed Stelmach, 
along with his 23 minis¬ 
ters voted for their own 
hike in pay behind 
closed doors that will 
see their salaries soar 
up to 34 per cent. 

The hike also makes 
Stelmach the highest 
paid premier in Canada 
as he will now be mak¬ 
ing close to $215,000 
annually while his cab¬ 
inet ministers will be earning close 
to $184,000 a year. 

"It was an adjustment, I stand by 
that adjustment," said Stelmach to 
reporters yesterday. 

When asked by reporters if the 
premier's office received any feed¬ 
back from Albertans on the pay hike

issue, Stelmach said he heard posi¬ 
tive praise from people at a number 
of functions he attended over the 
weekend, including the Western 
Premier's Conference late last week. 

"I've been at 15 different func¬ 
tions over the weekend and the 
comments made is that it is recog¬ 
nition of the work that MLAs do, the 
ministers in cabinet," said Stelmach. 

"I feel (the committee) found a 
balance and we are 
going to stick to this." 

Stelmach says the 
pay hikes are needed 
to attract people to 
become candidates in 
future elections, 
along with trying to 
prevent good talent 
from leaving the Leg¬ 
islature and into the 
private sector. 

The Canadian Tax¬ 
payers Federation 
says Stelmach should 
demand an independent review 
that must be headed by a citizen's 
commission rather than getting a 
committee of MLAs to approve 
themselves a pay raise. 

One third of an MLAs salary is 
tax-free.

Police remain quiet on found bodies 


Few details offered 
regarding gruesome 
weekend discovery

Police have yet to release findings of 
a Medical Examiner's report that 
could determine the identities of 


two dead bodies found in a farmer's 
fied over the weekend. A farmer 
seeding his field, about 70 km 
northeast of Edmonton near Lam¬ 
ent, made a gruesome discovery 
last week when he found two dead 
bodies in a grove of trees lining the 
farmland. Police have yet to release 
any details about the deceased, in¬ 
cluding gender, race, age or cause of 
death. Examination of the bodies 


began yesterday at 1 p.m. Police are 
treating the case as a homicide. 

Though Colleen and Terry Hunt 
have only lived in the area where 
the bodies were found for a year 
and a half, they say they're sure the 
victims weren't killed where their 
bodies were found. 

"Someone had to have dumped 
them there, for sure," Terry said.

Cops seek suspect 
in skimming scam

Police are urging people to 
protect their PIN numbers as 
they look for a suspect in a 
card skimming operation. 

This recent string of skim¬ 
ming operations involves an 
overlay card reader on an 
ATM machine that gets the 
card information and 
a miniature camera 
above to film the 
user's pin number. 

"The biggest thing 
is cover your pin and 
if you cover the pin, 
you're not going to 
get skimmed," said 
Det. Bob Gauthier 
with the police ser¬ 
vice's economic 
crimes unit. 

Gauthier said the skim¬ 
ming operation is a 
provincewide problem, mak-

ing it hard for police to com¬ 
bat. 

"How do you even 
say that guy is the 
guy in the picture? 
We don't know off 
hand," Gauthier said, 
noting this case in¬ 
volved 15 different 
indoor ATMs in Ed¬ 
monton. 

The city saw this 
problem a few years 
ago, but as people 
forget and think the problem 
disappeared, it slowly creeps 
back, said Gauthier.

Ft. Mac on par with 
most Canadian 
cities: Stelmach

The air quality in Alberta's oil- 
sands is as good or better than 
most major cities in Canada, 
says Premier Ed Stelmach, de¬ 
spite a government report 
that said pollution levels in the 
region are higher than other 
provincial areas. 

"Ninety-nine per cent of the 
time the air quality in the 
whole Fort McMurray area is 
as good or better than most of 
the Canadian major cities," 
said Stelmach. 

The air quality report, con¬ 
ducted by Alberta Environ¬ 
ment in November, said 
hydrogen sulphide levels in 
the Fort McMurray area have 
increased up to 68 per cent 
since the province began 
monitoring in 1999. 

"The issue with Fort Mc¬ 
Murray is not that it is getting 
worse, it is just not improving 
as we've seen in other parts of 


the province," said Environ¬ 
ment Minister Rob Renner 
yesterday. 

'Air quality across the 
province continues to be good, 
but that doesn't mean it can't 
be better." 

Heather Milton-Lightening 
with Greenpeace says every 
aspect of the oilsands is out of 
control. 


"It was the killing of 500 
ducks two weeks ago, news of 
a Suncor discharge straight 
into the water system the 
next, and now it's air quality," 
said Milton-Lightening in a 
statement.

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Monitoring the Arctic 

Econet project 
uploads data 
to the Internet

Scientists will soon be able to 
monitor the Arctic Circle 
without ever having to leave 
their living rooms thanks to a 
local project unveiled yester¬ 
day at the University of Al¬ 
berta. 

The Econet project, devel¬ 
oped by university scientists 
Mario Nascimento, Dr. Ar¬ 
turo Sanchez-Azofeifa and | 
Ottawa's Oslonet Corpora- § 
tion, collects environmental q 
information and uploads it to | 
the Internet using satellite 
uplinks. 

Traditionally, scientists 
have used radio towers and 
large, bulky sensors to keep 
track of environmental con¬ 
ditions, but these wallet- 
sized wireless remote 
transmitters provide more 
precise data and are less ob¬ 
trusive to their environ¬ 
ment. 

"The environment doesn't 
perceive it," explained Nasci¬ 


mento. "We have to be care¬ 
ful because we don't want 
monkeys to grab a sensor and 
run." 

Each transmitter can be 
programmed to keep track of 
numerous conditions, includ¬ 
ing humidity, the amount of 
sunlight the area receives, 
temperature, air and water 


quality. 

The technology can also be 
used to track cellphones and 
ID tags, which could have se¬ 
curity applications, explained 
Nascimento. 

The system can transmit 
to and from anywhere in the 
world. Nascimento says he 
can monitor the Arctic Circle 


and the Amazon River on one 
website. 

The transmitters and re¬ 
ceivers both store data, al¬ 
lowing scientists to track 
environmental changes over 
times up to 15 days.

and gang members trying to 
prove their toughness have 
aided to the growing prob¬ 
lem of knives on the streets.

He also 
had strong 
words for 
politicians 
looking for 
an easy solu¬ 
tion, saying 
their way of 
looking at 
the problem 

is misguided. 

"(There are) naive politi¬ 
cians who keep looking for 
some holy grail by searching 
for 'root causes' who fail to 
understand that many of 
these social misfits actually 
enjoy hurting people," he 
said.

"I feel very strongly that it 
is the right thing to do and 
this is the right time to do it," 
the NDP MP for Halifax told 
the assembled crowd.

Neil appears in

Canadian accused 
of abusing boys 
held in Thailand 

A Thai court began the for¬ 
mal trial yesterday of Cana¬ 
dian paedophile suspect 
Christopher Neil, seven 
months after he was arrested 
in a global manhunt triggered 
by "swirly face" images of 
abuse found on the Internet. 

Neil, his wrists and ankles 
shackled as he appeared in 
the Bangkok Criminal Court, 
pleaded not guilty to four 
charges of molesting and dis¬ 
tributing pornographic im¬ 
ages of two Thai boys. 

"I deny all the charges as I 
have done nothing wrong," 
Neil, clean-shaven and wear¬ 
ing orange-brown prison 
clothes, said. 

If found guilty, the 32- 
year-old could spend up to 20 
years in jail. 

He was caught after police 
computer experts unravelled

Brazilian authorities beheve

No lack of oil, 
says Shell CEO 


Exec echoes OPEC, 
saying market 
is well-supplied 


Royal Dutch Shell Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Jeroen van der Veer 
said yesterday he did not see 
any shortage of physical oil 
supphes, echoing the view of 
many OPEC ministers who 
say the world market is well- 
supphed. 

Oil prices have risen more 
than fourfold since 2004 and 
gained about a third this 
year, partly on increased 
fears among investors that 
producers will struggle to 
produce enough oil to meet 
demand in a decade's time. 

"There are no physical 
shortages in the world. We 
don't have ships waiting in

They played almost 1 10 minutes of heart¬ 
thumping, tension filled playoff hockey. 
Now, they'll play more. 

Three overtimes of Stanley Cup final 
action last night at The Joe did not pro¬ 
duce in the result the hometown audience 
desired and screamed for all night long. 
Instead, Petr Sykora, nearly invisible for 
the first four games of the 2008 Cup final, 
delivered the winner at 9:57 of the third 
OT to produce a 4-3 Pittsburgh victory 
over the Red Wmgs, sending the best-of- 
seven series back to Pennsylvania for 
Game 6 tomorrow night. 

For the final half of regulation play and 
for three overtimes, it was Detroit relent¬ 
lessly pelting heroic Pittsburg netminder 
Marc-Andre Fleury with shot after shot, 
while the Penguins could manage only oc¬ 
casional forays into the Detroit zone. 

The night, you should know, certainly 
hadn't started that way. 

It began with the Vrings inexplicably 
sluggish and mistake-prone. But it was 1 - 
0 nine minutes into the game for the Pen¬ 
guins on a quick-wristed shot by a 
stationary Marian Hossa, then 2-0 for the 
white-clad visitors before the game was 
15 minutes old after Niklas KronwaH in¬ 
advertently fiipped the puck off the shaft 


of Chris Osgood's stick into the Detroit 
net. 

Gradually, however, the Mngs began to 
assert themselves, and a Darren Helm 
shot that glanced of the skate of a sliding 
Rob Scuderi skittered between the legs of 
Pittsburgh goalie Fleury and cut the Pen¬ 
guin lead in half, 2 - 1 . 

Finally the Wings tied the game 2-2 on 
a Pavel Datsyuk deflection, his first goal 
of the series. 

Less than three minutes later, they 


scored again on a wrist shot by Brian 
Rafalski, and suddenly the Cup seemed to 
have one Detroit hand and two fingers on 
it. 

But the Pens pulled Fleury with just 
over a minute left and seemed to burst to 
life. Osgood stopped Hossa's shot with his 
left foot, but Maxim Talbot jammed the 
puck over the goal line with 34 seconds 
left and, in stunning fashion, there was 
overtime to be played.

Volunteers help

I f you're looking to make a dif¬ 
ference in your local environ¬ 
ment, consider taking part in the 
Nature Watch program. 

NatureWatch is a series of com¬ 
munity-based programs, partnered 
between Nature Canada and Envi¬ 
ronment Canada's Ecological Mon¬ 
itoring and Assessment Network 
co-ordination office. In the pro¬ 
grams, Environment Canada col¬ 
lects information on ecosystems 
and their plants and animals across 
the country to better understand 
how stressors such as global warm¬ 
ing, acid rain and invasive species 
impact them, according to the web¬ 
site. 


Currently, the series is divided up 
into four programs (details below).: 


FrogWatch 


ENVIRONMENT Canada speculates 
on its website that frogs and toads 
are particularly vulnerable to dam¬ 
age caused by pollution because 
they have semi-permeable skin and 
they live between water and land. 
They also act as an indicator species 
for the health of Canada's wetlands 
— environments that are integral to 
the country's biodiversity and nat¬ 
ural health. 


IceWatch 


WHILE THE warming of Canada's 
climate as a result of greenhouse gas

programs called NatureWatch. 


emissions is common knowledge, 
more information is needed about 
how climate change will impact dif¬ 
ferent regions of Canada, and how 
ecosystems in those regions will 
react to that change. Ice cover can 


profoundly affect water temperature 
and chemistry, food supplies, trade, 
tourism and the breeding seasons 
and migration patterns of birds.

save the Earth 

» Use reusable cloths and rags in¬ 
stead of paper towels to clean. 

» Instead of using chemicals and 
paper towels to wash your win¬ 
dows, try 125 ml vinegar (1/2 cup) 
and iL water (4 cups), and a 
squeegee. 

If spaced is limited, try growing 
organic vegetables in containers 
or window boxes. 

Have a garage sale to help recy¬ 
cle your unwanted items. Some¬ 


one's trash is another's treasure. 

Donate electronic equipment to 
specific recycling groups or recycle 
them. This will help reduce pres¬ 
sure on landfills. 

When buying wooden fencing 
and garden furniture, consider 
whether the wood is from a well- 
managed forest. Deforestation is a 
serious problem in some areas of 
the world, leading to loss of top 
soil and flooding, amongst other 


problems. 

» When boating, avoid stirring up 
bottom sediment with propellers. 
Keep personal watercraft out of 
shallow areas that are critical 
habitat for spawning fish, aquatic 
plants, and aquatic invertebrates. 

» Hunters and anglers should use 
non-lead shot and fishing gear so 
birds eating spent shot or lost 
sinkers will not be poisoned.

You prick your finger, put a 
few drops of blood in a vial, 
put it in an envelope and 
mail the package to a lab in 
Georgia. 

In a few days, you 
check a secure website 
and find out if you have 
diabetes, or heart trou¬ 
bles or even cancer. 

If you decide you 
need a doctor, you call a 
24-hour help line staffed 
with physicians in India — a 
centre modeUed on computer 
help centres operating there 
now — for advice on what 
care to get. 

Then all you have to de¬ 
cide is which country you 
want the surgery to be done 
in. 

There was no shortage of 
blue-sky thinking at a recent 
medical tourism conference 
in Las Vegas. 

All the predictions about 
the future shared two basic 
conclusions: patients will be¬ 
come consumers directing 
their own care, and health 
care will soon be as global¬ 
ized as manufacturing. 

"Personally, I think the 
long-term economy is going 
to be about multinational 
health-care corporations ... 
with facilities in North 
America and Asia," says 
Jason Yap, head of the Singa¬ 
pore Tourist Board's medical 
tourism office. 'And patients 
will be sent to where re¬ 
sources are best deployed."

As the medical tourism 
industry matures, it has 
begun to specialize.

I f the recent h5rpe over Sex 
And The City: The Movie
